Captain Howard T. Douglas in Fatal 


Crash During Hampton Roads Bombing 


Flags over the postoffiee and city 


buildings and on mercantile houses fell 
to half-mast early yesterday morning 
in Covina, when the official news from 
the war department was received that 
Captain Howard T. Douglas of Covina 
dad been drowned following an air- 
plane collision at ' Hampton 
Eoads 


Chesapeake bay, on Wednesday. 


Associated Press news dispatches had 


carried the tragic news to Covina and 
the aviator's father and relatives the 
night before, but the confirmation from 
official quarters did not come until 
morning, when Summerfield Douglas, 
his father, was notified through a de- 
partment telegram. With the telegram 
",ame another, from Captain Douglas's 
iloso friend and roommate, Captain 
Corliss Moseley, bearing words of pro- 
found sympathy, and volunteering to 
aid the family in whatever wav he 
ould. 


Captain D;uglas met his death while 


Hying as an observation officer above 
the bombing practice which was in ac- 
tion on a largo scale in Hampton Eoads 
where an obsolete battleship hulk had 
boon anchored as a target. Charges of 
high explosives were being released by 
bombing planes. A plane piloted by 
Lieutenant Marll J. Plumb of the avia- 
tion service released a bomb and start- 
ed to ascend. A collision occurred be- 
tween Lieutenant Plumb 's machine and 
that of Captain Douglas. Both planes 
clung together a moment, and then 
were seen in nose dives that ended in 
:he bay. The official notification from 
;he .department stated that up until 
ate ' Wednesday night the bodies of 
:he aviators had not been recovered. 
in the communication from Captain 
Douglas's chum, Captain Moseley, the 
information was given that the acci- 
dent occurred where the water was but 
fifty feet deep, and that there was 
every reason to believe that the bodies 
would be recovered. 


WAS BEST-LOVED SOLDIEE. 
No casualty during the war so shocjt- 


ed the. upper S.ap Gabriel valley as the 
news of the deatlt of Captain Douglas, 
who was known, to almost everyone 
here, and 'who had achieved the most 
rema*kab.le record :of . anyrmau of- the 
* 
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. 
uglas would .have" bee'n 34 


years old in October, and was the sec- 
ond son of Summerfield Douglas of the 
Covina Realty company, and the brother 
of ex-Lieutenant Gordon C. Douglas of 
Covina. He was born in Canada. His 
mother died several years ago. He went 
into the service as a private soldier in 
January of 1917, joining a coast artil- 
lery unit at Covina, where he aided in 
the formation of a company that was 
afterwards stationed at Fort MacAr- 
thiir. He entered the officers' training 
camp at the Presidio at the time war 
was declared. 


CAPTAIN HOWARD DOUGLAS 


After receiving his commission as a 


first lieutenant of infantry he was hur- 
ried to Camp Lewis, where he remained 
only a week, going from there to the 
school of fire at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, 
and 
thence almost immediately 
to 


France as an aerial observation officer 
for the infantry, but attached to an 
aviation unit. 


As an observation lieutenant ho flew 


;onstantly over all the engagements in 
which the American troops participat- 
ed, 
including 
St. 
Mihicl, 
Chateau 


Thierry and all offensives, including the 
Argonne drive. His plane was riddled 
by German anti-aircraft fire during one 
reconnaissance, in August, 1918, but he 
escaped without injury, and he received 
no wounds during his entire service in 
Europe. 


Following the armistice he was plac- 


ed in command of an aviation unit in 
Germany with the troops of occupation. 
Together with his brother, who was at- 
tached to the twenty-ninth engineering 
cprp8^B^jiiLhjpL-3J^^aj.aurv(|v officer'' in 
burial 'grounds for .American troops, he 
came home in the summer of 1919, 
having served in Europe since January 
18, 191S. 
- 


EAISED TO CAPTAINCY. 


With the rank of captain he entered 


the, regular army with the aviation 
forces, and was statio?ied at Washing- 
ton under General Mitchell. He has 
been General Mitchell's flying compan- 
ion in practically all the practice that 
has been participated in by the aviation 
forces in this country, directing a fam- 
ous cross country record flight, and the 
flight into Alaska made last year. 


Captain Douglas was a graduate of 


the Covina high school, and of the Uni- 
versity of California. Letters to his 
father and the family in Covina were 
received this week from him, filled with, 
enthusiasm concerning the coming man- 
euvers at Hampton Roads. During the 
past two weeks he had made several 
long solo flights, one to New England, 
where he wrote of visiting Harvard 
university and Yale. 


Captain Douglas had elected to fol- 


low aviation as his life pursuit. .Ho 
had aided in writing; the first American 
manual on aviation, now in use by the 
war department, and expected to re- 
vise it each year. He was in line for 
his majority at the time of his death. 


His chum, Lieutenant Frank J. Gard 


of Glcndora, who entered the training 
camp in the class with him, was killed 
leading a platoon in the Argonne. 


FATHER GOES EAST. 


Preparations were being made last 


night by Summerfield Douglas to leave 
at once for Washington and perhaps 
Hampton Roads, in the desire to assist 
and direct in the recovery of the body, 
and to bring it back to Covina for bur- 
ial. 


City officials and local American Le- 


gion officers said yesterday that the 
highest honors possible will be accord- 
ed the return of this brave soldier, and 
that the city and valley will unite to 
place humble tribute to this man who 
gave so ably and nobly during the en- 
tire period of the war, and who came 
to the supreme sacrifice in the direct 
line of duty. 


KILLIAN MADE PRESIDENT

The Community Picnic 


There can be no public activity so 


beneficial to a community as that of 
gathering the people into one common 
effort, such as the picnic of the combin- 
ed Sunday schools, held this week. 


People will always differ to some ex- 


tent concerning the interpretation of 
the bible and as to the exact purposes 
of they who founded the Christian re- 
ligion.

and the participation of church leaders 
in community affairs, with emphasis on 
the real meaning of the verb "to com- 
mune."

segregated, any more than a steam 
engine is an engine when its wheels 
and cogs are scattered over a field.

In this state has been initiated 
much legislation for the betterment of 
mankind. More attention is being paid 
to the preparation of the individual 
for his duties among his fellows; more 
of the spirit of cooperation, of coor- 
dination. 
These have been words of 


little more than public patter in the 
past, but they are coming to have a 
meaning.

fathers and mothers have maintained, 
is that you may be a more effective and 
useful citizen. Your school is 
your 


cradle of citizenship. 


Citizenship has never had a fixed

baby is born in your home. It is a boy. 
You don't call him a man, do you? He 
is just a baby. For weeks and months 
and at least two years—then we com- 
mence to call him boy, and for the 
course of from ten to fifteen years he 
is just a boy.

heroes would be the war-lords; your 
lojralty unquestioned to such as the 
kaiser. But, the children of Germany 
will bo given a far different vision of 
tho world in tho coming days. 


Had you finished your school in India 


25 years ago, you boys would bo com- 
mencing to do the exact kind of work 
your fathers did. 
No choice for you 


as to what you should do for a living, 
the caste in which you wore born would 
be the caste into which you must fit. 
But today schools are being built in 
India. 
The boys and girls alike are 


being educated, and the caste system 
is breaking down, and boys are daring 
to choose other vocations from that of 
their fathers. 


THE PAST GENEBATION. 


But what about our own schools of 


25 years ago? I remember in the eighth 
grade of studying Anderson's history, 
that practically all the great inventions 
of modern years had been made in 
America 
The cotton gin, the steam 


engine, the steamboat, the sewing ma- 
chine, tho self-binder, all being Amer- 
ican-mad^, but they didn't tell us of 
Dr. Pasteur, the Frenchman, who by his 
discovery of the germ theory has so 
simplified the science of sanitation and 
preventive medicine that the average 
man's life has been lengthened by some 
eight years. 
They didn't tell us that 


for coal tar dyes and most of our chem- 
icals we had to depend upon the scien- 
tific skill of Germany. You boys today 
know that an Italian discovered wire- 
less telegraph, a French chemist dis- 
covered radium, and that Japan today 
has a better school system, perhaps, 
than America, and that there is less 
illiteracy per capita in Japan 
than 


there is in the United States. 


The point that I am emphasizing is 


that you are living in an entirely dif- 
ferent world than that in which your 
fathers and mothers did. 


The school is the cradle of democracy 


but the ardor and scope of that demo- 
cracy is determined in the home. 


How shall our children think of 


America? They can think of America 
as embracing some three and one half 
million square miles of land, with less 
than two-thirds of its agricultural re- 
sources developed, with less than one- 
seventh of its possible water-power im- 
pounded, and with its mineral wealth 
almost unexplored. Here are the possi- 
bilities of wealth and power which may 
be thought, of only in terms of selfish 
achievement and comfortable living. 


Or again, we may think of this na- 


tion as comprising some one hundred 
and five million of people, the best con- 
ditioned, the most prosperous and the 
best entertained and best looking people 
in the world. We may think of these 
things as ours by right of possession. 
These are blessings bought by the hard 
work and noble sacrifice of the fore- 
fathers, and the only way of remaining 
in possession of them is by sharing the 
blessings with all the peoples of this 
nation. 


Shall the heroism and sacrifice of the 


men of the late war be only made im- 
mortal in oratory and poetry and song? 
Or shall it be preserved in our indus- 
trial and community and international 
relations? 
Shall all that the fathers 


died for become disrupted now by class 
distinctions that shall become as divis- 
ive as the caste system of India, The 
remedy <wili~'dome in thei training1 of pur 
citizens in the" home, the 'spirit of being 
men.

Have faith in yourselves. The geat- 


«st opportunities in all 
history 
are- 


yours. 


You can be the bes^ for your own 


land and home and town as you culti- 
vate the friendship and good will of 
all men, and seek to uplift all nations. 
You become a citizen of the world."

JUDGE NATHANIEL OLABK 


ENTERS INTO LAST BEST 


Approaching his eighty-seventh birth 


day, which would have been in Decem- 
ber, Nathaniel C. Clark, for ten years 
a resident of Covina, and known in. 
Pennsylvania and New York as one of 
the prominent citizens of a quarter of 
a century ago, died on Saturday of last 
week, June 18, at his home on Cottage 
Drive. He had been ill for some time, 
and his .death had been expected dur- 
ing the past several weeks.

'Judge" Clark, as he was justice of 
the peace of Bradford, Pennsylvania, 
for many years.

iment, and became captain of a com- 
pany, serving in a long and hard period 
during the war. A valued memento of 
this service is retained by his family, a 
gold-headed cane presented to him by 
members, of the corps. 
'Judge Clark was^a very. isuccessfjUl 
business man in the oil business in 
Pennsylvania during his prin.e. He :is 
well known and well remembered in 
Titusville and Bradford of that state. 
He was born in Orange county, New 
York state, but spent his actual life in 
the oil fields of Pennsylvania as a pio- 
neer in that industry, and at one time 
had amassed a fortune. 


The funeral was held on Monday at 


10 o'clock at the Church of the Sacred

an eloquent tribute to the useful life 
of the deceased.

- to Monday Afternoon Club

With the clubhouse profusely deeorat- 


od with flowers of the season, and filled 
to capacity by the largo membership, 
the Monday Afternoon club of Covina 
heard an address on Monday by Gov- 
ernor William D. Stephens, who was 
particularly happy in his felicitations 
to tho club and it? officers, and to the 
retiring president, Mrs. ,T. L. Matthews, 
who relinquishes the club presidency 
after three successful years in office. 


Governor Stephens took occasion to 


review the growth and activities of the 
San Gabriel valley, recalling to mind 
the fact that he had been a resident 
of Los Angeles county for thirty-five 
years, and that during that time he 
had become intimately acquainted with 
many who were present in the audience 
and with the pioneers of the city and 
valley. 
He .paid a splendid tribute to 


tho industry and courage of the citrus 
and walnut growers who had changed 
the valley from a partial 
desert 
to 


groat orchards. Ho spoke of the old 
days, when he hired a horse and buggy 
and drove out through this valley with 
the woman who afterwards became his 
wife, 


"I 
called her attention to the pro- 


fuse masses of orange bloom on every 
hand," said the governor, "and told 
her how easy it would be to get plenty 
of orange blossoms for the ceremony 
that I wanted her to participate fcin 
with me. It must have had something 
to do with impressing her with the 
desirability of this ceremony, and at 
all events it was afterwards performed, 
find we have lived the happiest of wed- 
ded lives, always retaining a special 
fondness for the scent of the orange 
groves in bloom." The governor said 
that he and his wife had just recently 
celebrated their thirtieth wedding an- 
niversary. 
» 
'' I hope you all have been as happy 


as my wife and I have been," said 
the governor. "I feel that Ambassador 
Choate said something for me when he 
said that if their was to be a reincar- 
nation for him he would prefer to be 
Mrs. Choate's second husband." 


LAUDS GREAT STATE. 


The governor told of his constant 


trips up and down the state of Califor- 
nia, of the hundreds of women's clubs 
he. has addressed, paying tribute to the 
alert minds of the women of California, 
and to their participation in public af- 
fairs, which he said had had much to 
ilo with the bringing about of needed 
legislation for women and children and 
for the destitute and helpless of the 
population. 
Xo better members of the 


last legislature could be found than the 
three women members, he declared. 
'' I believe wholeheartedly and relig- 


iously in the destiny of this state," 
he said. "Xo other state in the union 
has its wondrous opportunities, its 2,000 
miles of coast-line, its climate, its soil, 
its marvelous days of sunshine. 
No 


other state cares for its children as 
does California. 
This state provides 


more for education than any state in 
the union. Fifty-four per cent of the 
state expenditure provided for in the 
last budget, or forty-three millions, was 
set aside for education. 
Out of this 


money thirty millions is turned into 
the hands of the counties to be distri- 
buted." The governor gave a glowing 
tribute to the schools of the Covina 
city and valley, and also took occasion 
to compliment the people of the valley 
on their patriotism during the war. The 
governor spoke in Covina several times 
(luring the war. 


The state stands eleventh in the union 


in the excellent care of its orphans and 
half-orphans and dependents, he stated. 
He spoke of the three and one half 
millions voted by the legislature for the 
care and for the advancement of the 
ex-service men of the state, and promis- 
ed his undivided support to any legis- 
lation in the future that would benefit 
the men who engaged in the world-war. 
He also spoke of tho $000,000 appro- 
priated by the state to be used for 
flood control, a large part of which is 
to be used in Los Angeles county. 
He 


called attention to the anti-syndicalism 
law which he had signed, and which he 
saiil would effectually curb the activi- 
ties of the I. W. W.'s and the bolshe- 
vists. 


"I 
do not believe that any person 


should be allowed to become a citizen 
until they have passed a rigid examina- 
tion in loyalty to this country and our 
flag, and have learned to read'and write 
the English language," he said. 


The governor was a guest of Mr. and 


Mrs. J. L. Matthews at luncheon at 
their home on Xavilla Place preceding 
the meeting. 


For the afternoon Miss Agusta San- 


dors had decorated the clubhouse with 
pink and white roses, gladoli, Shasta 
daisies and ferns, while about the walls 
were, long sprays of ivy, with masses of 
feathery bamboo at each side of the 
stage. The largest audience of the en- 
tire club year was present, over three 
hundred filling the auditorium. Practi- 
cally the only business of the afternoon 
was the voting to favor the high school 
bond issue,
